GENERAL  DISPENSARY. 


HE  unequal  diftribution  of  wealth, 
j|  by  which  many  become  dependant 
on  a  few,  may  feem,  on  a  fuperfi- 
cial  view,  to  be  one  of  the  great  evils  of  cul¬ 
tivated  fociety ;  but  if  its  confequences  are 
duly  confidered,  it  will  be  found  to  be  pro* 
duftive  of  much  good  to  mankind. 


Henc<? 
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Hence  are  indudry  and  ingenuity  excited* 
arts  and  fciences  perfected  and  refined,  and 
the  enjoyments  of  the  affluent  rendered  ele¬ 
gant  and  rational.

This  inequality  gives  rife  to  the  mod:  ami¬ 
able  affections.  The  didreffes  among  the 
lower  orders  of  the  people,  draw  forth  the 
pity  and  companion  of  thofe  in  elevated  da- 
tions,  and  give  them  an  opportunity,  to  pur- 
chafe  a  pleafure  far  fuperior  to  any  gratifica¬ 
tion  which  an  equal  didribution  of  wealth 
could  bedow* 

In  no  country  hath  this  fpirit  of  generality 
and  benevolence  been  more  prevalent,  than 
in  our  own.  Though  our  laws  have  amply 
provided  for  the  poor,  and  hofpitals  for  the 
relief  of  the  lick  have  been  richly  endowed 
by  private  donations  and  voluntary  fubfcrip- 
tions,  yet  the  eye  of  Pity  hath  pervaded  the 
fecret  retreats  of  humble  life,  and  difco- 
vered  an  indudrious  clafs  of  people,  who 
cannot  avail  themfelves  of  thofe  hofpitable 
Inditutions,  Some  are  too  moded  publickly 

to 
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to  acknowledge  their  indigence  and  diftrefs, 
and  the  prefence  of  others  is  fo  neceffary  at 
home,  that  even  a  temporary  abfence  during 
ficknefs,  might  throw  their  affairs  into  con- 
fufion,  and  involve  their  families  in  irretrie¬ 
vable  diftrefs. 

To  this  ufeful  clafs  of  people,  who  fup- 
pcrt  themfelves  decently  while  in  health, 
but  are  unable,  without  fome  affiftance,  to 
ftruggle  with  the  expences  of  ficknefs,  the 
founders  of  this  inftitution  have  extended  their 
benevolence.  They  have  formed  a  plan  for 
relieving  them  at  their  own  houfes,  and  they 
rejoice  in  the  fuccefs  which  hath  attended 
their  endeavours,  and  in  the  falutary  aid  which 
the  public  generality  hath  already  enabled 
them  to  afford. 

They  folicit  the  affiftance  of  the  generous 
and  humane ;  and  are  confident,  that  when 
the  Angular  advantages  of  their  plan  are 
generally  known,  it  will  be  effe&ually  fup- 
ported,  fince  it  affords  relief  in  a  manner  not 

only  comfortable  and  convenient  to  thofe  for 

whom 
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whom  k  is  intended,  but  propitious  to  virtue 
and  political  ©economy. 

Though  ficknefs  is  one  of  the  few  real  e- 
vils  of  life,  yet  by  that  wifdom  and  mercy 
with  which  good  and  evil  are  blended,  it  is 
alfo  productive  of  many  advantages.  When 
the  lick  are  attended  by  their  relations  affec¬ 
tion  and  gratitude  are  mutually  excited,  and 
family  connexions  firmly  ellablifhed.  But 
when  they  are  feparated  in  times  of  diftrefs, 
not  only  is  the  opportunity  of  difeharging 
thofe  relative  duties  loft,  but  the  influence 
acquired  by  performing  them  being  other- 
wife  directed,  a  foundation  is  laid  for  impro¬ 
per  connexions,  by  which  the  harmony  of 
families  is  too  often  difturbed. 

But  this  method  of  relieving  the  fick  has 
a  tendency  to  cultivate  and  improve  domeftic 
happinefs,  and  to  preferve,  untainted  in  their 
morals,  a  clafs  of  ufeful  and  induftrious  peo¬ 
ple  to  the  public. 

The  relief  of  individuals  is  the  profeffed 
and  immediate  object  of  this  inftitution,  but 

the 
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the  Governors  forefee,  that  by  conducing  It 
properly,-  more  important  and  extenfive  pur- 
pofes  may  be  accomplifhed. 

By  faithfully  recording  the  tranfacbions  of 
the  Dispensary,  they  hope  to  give  an  ac¬ 
curate  and  comprehenfive  account  of  the  pre¬ 
vailing  difeafes,  and  to  afcertain,  by  incon- 
teitable  evidence,  fafe  and  effectual  methods 
of  cure  ;  and  thus  fome  benefit  may  eventu¬ 
ally  redound  to  thofe,  who  without  any  view 
to  private  intereft,  have  generoully  efpoufed 
the  caufe  of  the  indigent. 


R  E  G  U- 
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REGULATIONS 


For  conducing  theBuJinefs  of  the  Dispensary. 

PRoper  objefts  refiding  within  the  bounds 
of  this  inflitution  are  vifited  at  their  own 
houfes,  when  their  fituation  requires  it ;  and 
thofe  who  are  able  to  go  abroad  have  advice 
and  medicine  at  the  Dispensary,  without 
any  reftridtion  concerning  their  refidence. 

The  limits  which  the  Governors  have 
thought  proper  to  fix  for  vifiting  patients  at 
their  own  houfes,  are  Temple  Bar ,  Holborn 
Bars9  the  City  New  Road  from  Gray  s  Inn 
Lane  weftward  to  Tyburn  Turnpike ,  Hyde 
Park  Corner ,  Totbil  Fields and  Wejiminfer 
Bridge . 

A  Phyfician  attends  at  the  Difpenfary  in 
Gerrard  ftreet  on  Monday,  Wednefday,  and 
Friday,  at  four  o’clock,  to  give  advice  to  all 
who  fhall  come  recommended  by  Subfcribers.

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A  Man  Midwife  attends  to  fuperintend  the 
midwifery  department,  to  inftrudt  the  mid¬ 
wives,  to  affift  in  all  difficult  and  dangerous 
labours,  to  receive  letters  of  recommendation, 
and  to  diredt  them  to  midwives  appointed  to  ' 
officiate  in  the  diftridts  in  which  the  women 
refide, 

A  Surgeon  alfo  attends,  to  give  advice  in 
all  cafes  of  forgery,  and  to  perform  fuch  ope¬ 
rations  as  may  be  neceflfary,  either  at  the  Dif~ 
penfary  or  at  the  habitations  of  the  patients. 

An  Apothecary  refides  constantly  in  the 
Houfe,  to  receive  letters  of  recommendation? 
and  to  difpenfe  medicine. 

Patients  are  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this 
eftablifhment  by  printed  letters  of  recommen¬ 
dation  figned  by  a  Subfcriber,  and  are  ftridtly 
enjoined  to  return  thanks  when  cured,  as  well 
to  teftify  their  gratitude  to  their  benefadlors, 
as  to  inform  them  of  their  right  to  prefeni 
other  patients. 
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A  General  Court  is  held  at  the  Difpenfary 
on  the  firft  Monday  of  ^December,  March. , 
yune ,  and  September,  to  receive  reports  of 
the  ftate  of  the  bufinefs,  and  to  give  orders 
for  its  regulation, 

A  Committee  of  Fifteen,  chofen  annually, 
three  of  whom  are  a  Quorum,  meet  on  the 
laft  Monday  of  every  month,  to  enquire  into 
the  ©economy  of  the  Houfe,  and  to  diredt 
fuch  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by 
the  Governors  at  the  general  meetings.

The  Returns  of  the  Phyfician,  Surgeon, 
and  Man  Midwife,  are  examined  at  thefe 
committees,  and  puhlifhed  under  their  di- 
v  redtion. 

Subfcribers  of  One  Guinea  per  annum  are 
entitled  to  have  one  patient  in  phyfick,  fur- 
gery,  or  midwifery,  always  upon  the  lift. 

A  fubfcription  of  Two  Guineas  per  annum 
conftitutes  a  Governor,  intitled  to  have  two 
patients  conftantly  on  the  books. 


Five 
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Five  Guineas  per  annum  intitles  the  fub-» 
fcriber  to  two  votes  in  all  queftions,  deter¬ 
mined  by  ballot,  and  to  have  five  patients 
conftantly  on  the  lift* 

Ten  Guineas  at  one  payment  conftitutes  a 
Governor  for  life,  who  is  entitled  to  have  one 
patient  conftantly  on  the  books. 

Twenty  Guineas  at  one  payment  confti-

tutes  a  Governor  for  life,  intitled  to  two 
votes,  and  to  have  two  patients  conftantly  on 
the  lift — and  thefe  privileges  are  extended  in 
the  fame  proportion  to  any  larger  fubfcriptiom
